Good roads through the country and good paved 
streets in the towns and cities are as much a 
necessity to modern life and business as are 
electric lights, telephones and automobiles, and 
the community that does not keep up its roads 
and streets in modern way is losing money, losings 
prestige, losing self-respect, losing its pep ‘@nd 
modernity, and is so far behind the times that 
it is as the old ox cart compared to a 1921 model 
auto or aeroplane. Good roads and streets cost, 
yes, but so does everything else cost that amounts 
to anything. Education costs, but that is no sign 
we should bring our children up in ignorance. 
It costs to have water piped imo the house, but 
that does not signify that we should still ‘tote’ 
it in buckets from the well or creek and drink 
stuff as full of microbes and decayed vegetation 
as hash is of miscellaneous meat.

Time was when a town street 
was an unsightly mudhole or rough as the rocky 
road to Dublin, but that is all of the past The 
farmer now rolls swiftly into town with auto and 
truck and swiftly back to his home and his work 
again, and the motor vehicles of today make more 
speed and sove more time than their - expense 
amounts to, for this is a rapid age and time is 
money. Nothing is so valuable now as time, and 
good roads and streets save more time than all 
other agencies
